For 
twelve months the effects of a heavy world s crop of cereals have 
slowed up the movement of the Canadian crop, and at this mo­ 
ment the line which has to be taken by all the Canadian grain in­ 
terests is clear. VY'heat will have to be produced, handled, and 
marketed on the best possible economic term s; production cost 
kept down to the bone, freight rates worked on the keenest scale, 
and every device marie use of to sell the wheat over the broadest 
market area on the best available terms. The crop must be sold. 
The margins of operation costs, and of profits, may have to turn 
in the narrowest circle where the difference of a cent or two will 
mean the difference between success and failure. These are Uh 
facts, and they have been deeply impressed on the West by the ex­ 
periences which it is still going through. Into this intensely real­ 
istic economic situation ^Ir. Ferguson projects himself wiih a vi­ 
cious contempt for every practical issue which ii contains. 
The fact that Argentina, France and Russia had lieen able to 
“sell their wheat in Britain while Canada could not, indicate I 
“something wrong in Canada,” Mr. Ferguson maintained. “These 
“countries,” he said, “are run by shrewd, capable business men. 
“who looked after the interests of their people, while our Govern­ 
m e n t sat helpless at Ottawa. That is the reason we did not ^<11

Germany, and many 
countries Mr. Ferguson does not name, increasing their cereal 
crops; with wheat over-production an acute condition in the 
United States agriculture; with the task of getting wheat on the 
market at a profitable figure ope of our most intense business 
problems, Mr. Bennett fo r m a n y weeks has been trumpeting High 
Protection with intensifier?!!? Velocity of volume in every part of 
the Dominion. There is a tremendous wheat marketing problem, 
declaims Mr. Ferguson, and the Government-—the statement is 
quite false— has sat helpless and done nothing: we will show how 
clever we are, and give you shrewd business leadership by putting 
up the tariff. Thus he addresses tilt1 country. 
Dr. Manion admitted in his Manitoba tour that tariff in­ 
creases must increase the cost of goods. He was forced to admit 
this in the middle of an impassioned plea for High Protect ion, 
and in doing so he exposed the value of Mr. Ferguson's contribu­ 
tion to the wheat question. All he has to offer is the Bennett 
high tariff, and the immediate result of the Bennett tariff would 
be a general rise in the price of everything needed bv the farming 
community, both for the production of crops and for the purposes 
of everyday life—machinery, clothing, household necessities

The Wheal Problem 


T he wheat problem is not one which concerns the United 
States alone. It is a world problem, bothering every country on 
the globe. 
Read this excerpt from a Mantitoba Free Press editorial 
which takes exception to some statements made by the Canadian 
premier, Mr. Ferguson. The whole discussion on the wheat ques­ 
tion shows it is a matter of concern in Canada as well as the 
United States. The editorial states in part: 
After the experiences of the past year -the facts about the 
wheat crop have pretty well sunk into the consciousness of the 
Western farmers and the people of Western Canada generally. Poi 
twelve months the effects of a heavy world’s crop of cereals have 
slowed up the movement of the Canadian crop, and at this mo­ 
ment the line which has to be taken by all the Canadian grain in­ 
terests is clear. Wheat will have to be produced, handled, and 
marketed on the best possible economic term s; production cost 
kept down to the bone, freight rates worked on the keenest scale, 
and every device made use of to sell the wheat over the broadest 
market area on the best available terms. The crop must be sold. 
The margins of operation costs, and of profits, may have to turn 
in the narrowest circle where the difference of a cent or two will 
mean the difference between success and failure. These are the 
facts, and they have been deeply impressed on the West by the ex­ 
periences which it is still going through. Into this intensely real­ 
istic economic situation ^Ir. Ferguson projects himself with a vi­ 
cious contempt for every practical issue which it contains. 
The fact that Argentina, France and Russia had been able to 
“sell their wheat in Britain while Canada could not, indicated 
“something wrong in Canada,” Mr. Ferguson maintained. “These 
“countries,” he said, “are run by shrewd, capable business men, 
“who looked after the interests of their people, while our Govern- 
“ment sat helpless at Ottawa. That is the reason we did not sell 
“our wheat.” Mr. Ferguson’s eulogy of the “shrewd, capable busi­ 
n e s s men” who are looking after the affairs of Russia shows the 
sort of territory to which he will go for an argument: but what 
does Mr. Ferguson’s leader propose as a solution of the wheal 
situation over which Mr. Ferguson is so greatly exercised? What 
plan does Mr. Bennett offer? We know that, too. We know it too 
well.

With Russia, the Argentine, France, Germany, and many 
countries Mr. Ferguson does not name, increasing their cereal 
crops; with wheat over-production an acute condition iii the 
United States agriculture; with the task of getting wheat on the 
market at a profitable figure ope of our most intense business 
problems, Mr. Bennett for m any'weeks has been trumpeting High 
Protection with intensifyffWg velocity of volume in every paid of 
the Dominion. There is a tremendous wheal marketing problem, 
declaims Mr. Ferguson, and the Government—the statement is 
quite false—has sat helpless and done nothing: we will show how 
clever we are, and give you shrewd business leadership by putting 
up the tariff. Thus he addresses the country. 
Dr. Manion admitted in his Manitoba tour that tariff in­ 
creases must increase the cost of goods. He was forced to admit 
this in the middle of an impassioned plea for High Protection, 
and in doing so he* exposed the value of Mr. Ferguson’s contribu­ 
tion to the wheat question. All he has to oiler is the Bennett 
high tariff, and the immediate result of the Bennett tariff would 
be a general rise in the price of everything needed by the farming 
community, both for the production of crops and for the purposes 
of everyday life—machinery, clothing, household necessities 
as 
the tariff' rose, up they would go along with it. The costs of wheat 
production would proportionately increase and the whole Cana­ 
dian wheat problem would be intensified iii difficulty and national 
vexation.

All of them 
were living and working in the Sec­

century 
of the C hristian 
era. 
Many potsherds, some of the F irst 
century, have been found in the north 
of England. 
Most of the pottery has 
been acquired for exhibition in the 
Guildhall museum of the city of Lon­ 
don.—New York T imes Magazine.

Sam imposes. It was in I TOT th a t the 
United S tates governm ent bought this 
reservation and began construction of 
the first H ighland light. 
The constant battering of the seas 
against the cliffs at Truro, and ero­ 
sion of the sand dunes by wind and 
w eather, have taken surprising toll. 
The original deed showed th e c o n ­ 
veyance of ten acres of land. To­ 
day th ere rem ain less than four acres. 
At the brink of the cliff are wooden 
benches and seats for visitors. Every 
other year it becomes necessary to 
move these hack several feet. 
It seem s but a question of tim e 
before (he fam ous lighthouse and its 
cluster of official buildings m ust either 
he moved or go tum bling into the sea.

W hen the storks of th e village of 
GrueuevvalUe, Germany, fly north from 
A frica this sum m er they will find their 
old home on the schoolhouse, but they 
will hardly know the [dace. .F o r the 
schoolhouse had to he reconditioned 
during tile w inter, and the nest had 
to be taken down. T his incidentally 
gave n atu ralists a chance to exam ine 
a sto rk 's nest of cham pionship pro­ 
portions, before putting it back on the 
roof.

The city of G hent in Flanders -bas 
existed from the very earliest time, 
aud no exact date can be given for Its 
settlem ent, nor is the derivation of the 
mime accurately known.
